The  services  provided  by  the  County  Council  were  well 
supported  and  the  Council’s  Health  Department  worked  smoothly 
throughout  the  year.

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SECTION  A 


Statistics  and  Social  Conditions  of  the  Area 

Population  The  Registrar  General  has  estimated  the  population 
of  Langport  Rural  District  to  be  14,620  which  gives  a  density  of 
0.24  per  acre.  I  must  emphasize  that  this  is  an  estimate.  The 
rateable  value  was  £402,579  and  the  product  of  a  penny  rate  was 
£1,590. 

Birth  Rate  The  corrected  Birth  Rate  was  14.2  per  thousand 
compared  with  the  figure  of  16  for  England  and  Wales.  There  were 
12  illegitimate  live  births.  This  equals  6$  of  all  live  births 
compared  with  a  figure  of  8%  for  the  country  as  a  whole. 

Death  Rate  The  corrected  Death  Rate  was  11.9  per  thousand 
compared  with  the  national  figure  of  11.7.  Out  of  a  total  of  198 
deaths,  58  were  due  to  heart  disease,  41  of  these  being  coronary 
attacks.  Of  the  37  cancer  deaths,  eight  itfere  due  to  lung  cancer. 
There  were  33  deaths  due  to  strokes  and  20  deaths  due  to  respiratory 
diseases.  This  latter  figure  has  tended  to  rise  in  recent  years. 

At  the  age  of  65  men  can  expect  to  live  another  12  years  and 
women  15.9  years  and  10%  of  males  and  82%  of  females  can  be  expected 
to  live  to  65  years .  These  cheering  statistics,  supplied  by  the 
Registrar  General,  also  show  that  the  expectation  of  life  at  birth 
has  risen  to  68.7  years  for  a  boy  and  74.9  years  for  a  girl.  Perhaps 
Womens'  Lib.  will  have  a  moderating  effect  on  this  disparity. 

Appendix  A,  Table  3  shows  full  details  of  the  causes  of  death. 

Maternal  Mortality  There  were  no  maternal  deaths  in  1970. 

Stillbirths  There  were  four  stillbirths,  giving  a  stillbirth 
rate  of  19  per  thousand  total  live  and  stillbirths  pompared  with  13 
for  England  and  Wales. 

Infant  Mortality  I  am  pleased  to  say  that  there  were  no  infant 
deaths  during  the  year. 

Social  Habits  There  was  little  change  in  the  social  pattern 
compared  with  the  previous  year.  The  cost  of  living  continued  to 
rise . 
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SECTION  B 


General  Provision  of  Health  Services  in  the  Area 

The  local  health  services  provided  by  the  County  Council 
continued  unchanged. 

The  numbers  attending  child  welfare  clinics,  which  were 
slightly  lower  last  year  when  immunisations  were  discontinued 
at  clinics,  have  all  improved  again  in  1970. 

Following  the  retirement  of  Dr.  Evans  as  School  Medical 
Officer  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  District,  the  school  medical 
inspections  at  Keinton  Mandeville  and  Charlton  Mackrell  have 
been  carried  out  by  general  practitioners,  Dr.  Bond  from  the 
County  Hall  staff  has  inspected  the  Somerton  schools,  Langport 
Junior  and  Curry  Rivel  and  I  have  inspected  the  remainder.  Details 
of  my  inspections  are  given  in  Appendix  B,  Table  2.  The  school 
population  has  remained  about  the  same  but  the  number  of  children 
I  examined  increased  by  60  on  the  previous  year.  Fivehead  school 
was  closed  in  1970  and  the  children  now  attend  Curry  Rivel  School. 

Last  year  I  mentioned  our  support  for  the  Apollo  Swimming  Club 
for  handicapped  people  centred  at  Yeovil  Baths  and  I  am  pleased  to 
be  able  to  say  that  two  members  from  the  Langport  District  gained 
medals  at  the  National  Gala  for  Handicapped  Swimmers  held  at  Stoke 
Mandeville . 

Playgroups  continued  to  flourish.  They  tend  to  be  rather 
short-lived  in  the  smaller  villages,  depending  on  demand,  but  others 
start  up  in  villages  inhere  the  need  appears.  Three  closed  and  three 
started  at  Fivehead,  Keinton  Mandeville  and  Huish  Episcopi.  Before 
a  playgroup  is  registered  I  carried  out  an  inspection  of  the 
premises  and  interviewed  the  organisers  giving  advice  on  organisation 
and  running  and  the  need  for  special  equipment. 

New  District  Hospital  Following  further  representations  by 
local  authorities  interested  in  the  provision  of  a  new  district 
hospital  in  the  Taunton  area,  the  South  West  Regional  Hospital 
Board  announced  in  October  that  a  new  hospital  was  to  be  built 
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at  Lingford  Park,  Taunton,  commencing  1975/76.  This  hospital 
would  replace  East  Reach  and  also  accommodate  all  the  acute 
services  at  Musgrove  Park  Hospital.  In  addition,  a  number  of 
schemes  were  authorised,  all  starting  in  1371.  They  included  a 
new  theatre  and  X-Ray  room  at  Musgrove  Park  Hospital,  renewal  of 
engineering  services  at  East  Reach  and  the  modernization  and 
improvement  of  ophthalmic  and  orthopaedic  theatres.  Modernization 
and  improvement  to  the  accident  department  at  Bridgwater  Hospital 
were  also  to  be  put  in  hand. 
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SECTION  C 


Prevention  and  Control  over  Infectious  Diseases  and  Other  Pi s ea s es 

Measles  was  the  main  infectious  disease  notified  during  the 
year  and  the  full  list  is  given  in  Appendix  C,  Table  1. 

There  was  one  case  of  Weil's  Disease;  a  retired  man,  who 
engaged  in  some  part-time  farming,  was  present  when  a  rick  was 
thrashed  about  a  week  before  the  onset  of  the  disease.  He  may  have 
come  in  contact  with  the  rats  at  that  time  or  subsequently  when 
ratting  with  his  dog  in  a  local  field.  He  was  admitted  to  Ham 
Green  Hospital  and  later  died. 

The  epidemic  of  influenza,  which  commenced  at  the  end  of 
1969,  carried  on  into  the  early  part  of  1970  and  there  was  one 
death  listed  as  cardiac  failure  but  brought  on  by  the  effects  of 
influenza . 

The  death  from  tuberculosis  was  due  to  the  late  effects  of 
previous  respiratory  tuberculosis. 

I  carried  out  my  B.C.G.  programme  against  tuberculosis  in  the 
autumn.  Children  born  in  1959  were  those  offered  vaccination.  I 
vaccinated  88  at  Huish  Episcopi  Secondary  Modern  School  and  seven 
at  St.  Gilda's  Convent. 

I  paid  several  visits  to  the  abattoir  and  gave  a  total  of 
17  anthrax  injections. 

The  Health  Department  continued  to  co-operate  with  the 
Divisional  Veterinary  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
whenever  he  notified  the  presence  of  Salmonella  infection  on  farms. 
Previously  the  farms  were  visited  by  a  Public  Healfh  Inspector 

but  this  was  not  always  satisfactory;  due  to  other  work  visits 

) 

were  delayed  or  when  the  visit  was  made  the  farmer  was  not  present, 
so  I  now  send  a  standard  letter  to  the  farmer  concerned  pointing 
out  the  dangers  of  human  infection  and  the  procedure  to  adopt. 
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SECTION  D 


Environmental  Health  Services, 

A.  Sanitary  Circumstances 

Climatic  Conditions  In  1970  the  weathar  wan  geiierally  mild 
with  a  good  summer. 

Water  Supply  The  Wessex  Water  Board  supply  was  satisfactory 
in  quality  and  quantity  throughout  the  year  despite  the  power  cuts 
due  to  the  strike  of  electricity  supply  workers.  The  water  was 
sampled  regularly  by  the  Board  and  all  of  the  47  samples  they 
took  were  satis  factor y„  as  were  the  additional  2S  taken  by  our 
Public  Health  staff  and  submitted  to  the  laboratory  at  Taunton. 
Certain  private  supplies  were  sampled  and  these  were  frequently 
found  to  be  unsatisfactory.  Whenever  a  report  on  an  unsatisfactory 
water  supply  at  a  farm  was  received  the  matter  was  referred  to  the 
County  Dairy  Husbandry  Adviser  who  continued  the  investigation  to 
ensure  that  milk  supplies  were  not  affected. 

Drainage  and  Sewage  Disposal  The  outline  scheme  for  the  sewage 
and  sewerage  disposal  for  the  entire  district  has  been  accepted 
in  principle  by  the  Department  for  the  Environment  at  an  estimated 
cost  of  £1 1  million.  At  the  end  of  the  year  tenders  were  being 
asked  for  the  combined  sewerage  scheme  for  the  parishes  of  Kingsdon, 
Charlton  Mackrell  and  Keinton  Mandeville  and  for  the  enlargement  of 
the  Somerton  works  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £500,000.  Surveys  for 
the  parishes  of  Aller.  Long  Sutton  and  Pitney  were  all  in  progress 
and  it  is  hoped  that  this  scheme  will  be  ready  for  consideration 
by  the  Council  in  1971. 

Effluents  from  the  individual  works  in  the  district  were 
examined  from  time  to  time  and  the  effluent  from  the  works  at  Curry 
Rivel  frequently  exceeded  the  standards  laid  down  due  to  overloading 
and  these  works  were  the  subject  of  a  lengthy  report  by  the  Public 
Health  Inspector  in  November.  As  a  result  the  Council  instructed 
their  consulting  engineers  to  investigate  the  problem  and  report. 
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The  Fivehead  works  were  sampled  for  the  first  time  in 
February  and  the  result  was  excellent  but  in  June  the  report 
was  less  satisfactory.  The  cause  was  found  to  be  some  lack  of 
maintenance  due  to  pressure  of  other  work  on  the  staff. 

For  many  years  I  have  been  concerned  about  the  health  hazard 
caused  by  the  sewage  from  travellers  on  railways  being  discharged 
straight  on  to  the  railway  tracks  and  have  made  representation  to 
various  people.  I  was  pleased  to  hear  that  the  British  Railways 
Board  plan  to  include  chemical  closets  in  the  new  design  of 
passenger  coaches  which  will  be  produced  in  two  or  three  years’ 
time.  I  expect  the  rail  workers  who  handle  the  carriages  received 
the  news  with  some  satisfaction  too. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  there  was  fairly  severe  flooding 
in  the  parish  of  Fivehead.  The  cause  of  the  flooding  was  probably 
due  to  the  increase  run  off  from  roads  and,  to  some  extent,  new 
development  in  the  village  and  blockage  in  a  stream.  The  Public 
Health  Inspector  was  able  to  put  forward  constructive  proposals 
to  various  owners  which  alleviated  the  problem. 

Public  Conveniences  The  new  ladies  conveniences  were  erected 
in  the  car  park  at  Langport  during  the  year  and  extensive  improvement 
carried  out  in  the  mens  toilets  which,  unhappily,  were  the  subject 
of  vandalism  later. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal  The  Council,  using  two 
vehicles,  collected  refuse  from  three  parishes  weekly  and  twenty- two 
parishes  fortnightly.  This  does  not  sound  a  great  deal  until  it  is 
remembered  that  a  fortnight’s  refuse  represents  approximately  130 
tons  which,  spread  over  three-quarters  of  an  acre  will  cover  it  to 
an  average  depth  of  three  feet.  The  Council  received  requests  for 
a  weekly  collection  from  a  number  of  parishes  and  the  Committee 
gave  a  great  deal  of  time  to  the  problem.  Your  Public  Health 
Inspector  produced  an  excellent  and  lengthy  report  on  the  various 
aspects  of  the  problem  which  was  under  consideration  in  December. 

Requests  for  litter  baskets  in  various  parishes  were  considered 
and  so  far  a  total  of  30  have  been  provided. 
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Land  on  the  Council  refuse  tip  is  let,  under  agreement,  to  a 
scrap  merchant  for  dealing  with  derelict  vehicles During  the  year 
he  removed  and  dealt  with  a  total  of  116  vehicles  on  behalf  of 
this  authority.  This  figure  included  96  derelict  vehicles  removed 
from  the  dis-used  Merri field  aerodrome  which  is  partly  in  our 
District  and  partly  in  Chard  Rural  District. 

Rodent  Control  The  Council  employed  one  full-time  rodent: 
operator  but  he  has  trained  two  other  Council  employees  to  assist 
when  necessary.  There  are  156  contracts  with  the  Council.  Premises 
subject  to  contract  are  inspected  every  three  months  and  test 
baited  as  required. 

Nuisances  A  varied  assortment  of  complaints  of  nuisance 
were  received  by  the  Health  Department  and  promptly  deair.  with. 

A  large  number  of  these  concerned  effluent  from  septic  tanks 
draining  to  ditches.  These  will  continue  until  the  sewage  scheme 
for  the  whole  area  has  been  completed.  A  particularly  serious 
problem  of  this  nature  arose  in  the  village  of  Isle  Brewers  and 
the  Committee  devoted  a  considerable  amount  of  time  to  try  to 
achieve  a  solution. 

Smells  from  pig  farms  are  a  frequent  cause  of  annoyance  and  one 
particularly  difficult  problem  arose  in  Somerton. 

A  satisfactory  solution  to  these  problems  calls  for  considerabi 
tact  on  the  part  of  your  Health  Inspectors  to  ensure  co-operation 
from  the  offenders. 

Swimming  Baths  There  are  no  public  swimming  baths  in  the 
Rural  District  but  a  number  of  schools  have  their  own  which  are 
maintained  by  the  school  staff.  Some  are  hand  chlorinated,  others 
have  filtration  plants  fitted. 

B.  Factories  Act 

A  number  of  inspections  were  made  and  details  are  gi'/cn  in 
Appendix  D,  Table  I. 

Cj, _ _ Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act 

There  are  59  premises  registered  under  this  Act.  Routine 
inspection  and  surveys  were  carried  out  and  one  informal  and  one 
verbal  notice  was  required  to  ensure  compliance  with  the  Act. 
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D.  Housing 

The  Council  erected  43  houses  and  private  builders  a  further 
112  during  the  year.  At  the  end  of  December  the  Council  had  a 
further  21  houses  being  built  and  a  further  70  were  being 
constructed  by  private  enterprise.  The  Council  hoped  to  build 
a  further  14  in  1971.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  254 
applicants  for  re-housing,  a  slight  increase  on  the  previous  year. 

The  Council  continued  to  encourage  applications  for  grants, 
both  standard  and  discretionary u  Work  under  this  legislation 
is  undoubtedly  improving  the  standard  of  a  great  deal  of  old 
properties . 

Full  details  of  the  housing  situation  are  shown  in  Appendix  D, 
Table  2. 

Caravans  There  is  one  licensed  site  and  a  further  26  single 
caravan  licences  were  issued.  In  addition  there  were  a  large 
number  of  unauthorised  caravans  occupied  by  so-called  gypsies 
on  the  Langport  side  of  Merrifield  aerodrome.  At  the  end  of  the 
year  progress  was  being  made  by  the  County  Council  towards  the 
establishment  of  a  permanent  gypsy  site  on  the  aerodrome. 

E.  Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food 

Milk  Milk  sampling  was  carried  out  regularly  by  the  County 
Health  Department  and  all  unsatisfactory  samples  were  followed 
up  by  the  County  Dairy  Husbandry  Adviser.  As  a  routine  these 
samples  were  examined  for  brucella  abortus.  No  positive  samples 
were  found  during  1970. 

Ice  Cream  The  Council  have  69  registered  premises  for  the 
sale  of  ice  cream  and  samples  from  four  of  them  were  submitted  to 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  three  being  in  Grade  I  and  one  in 
Grade  2 . 

Meat  In  Appendix  D,  Table  3  details  are  given  of  the  meat 
inspected  during  the  year.  This  represents  100%  meat  inspection. 

In  addition,  routine  inspections  of  the  slaughter  houses  were 
carried  out  and  several  verbal  warnings  were  given  regarding 
minor  contraventions  and  one  informal  notice  was  served  for  other 
defects. 
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Poultry  Packing  Establishments  There  are  three  poultry 
packing  establishments  in  the  district  the  weekly  kill  being 
approximately  2,150.  No  routine  inspection  of  poultry  is 
attempted. 

Food  Hygiene  Regulations  Seventy-three  premises  are 
subject  to  these  Regulations  and  given  routine  inspection  from 
time  to  time.  Two  informal  notices  were  served. 

F.  Animal  Boarding  Establishments 

There  are  two  registered  establishments  in  the  area.  All 
were  inspected  and  the  water  supply  of  one  was  not  satisfactory 
but  this  defect  was  subsequently  rectified.
